Subject.—Ban on Trade with Iraq and Kuwait. 

F. No. 19|23|90-E.IT.—1. Reference.—Attention is invited to paras 7 and 
19 of Section I of Import and Export Policy, 1990—93 (Vol. II) in terms of 
which there i ; a complete ban on trade wilh Union of South Africa and Fiji. 

2. Purpose.— It has been dec ; ded that henceforth there shall be a complete 
ban on trade with Iraq and Kuwait except supplies for medical purposes and 
food stuffs in humanitarian circumstances. 

3. Procedure for :upplics for medical purposes and food stuffs.—Requests 
for supplies for medical purpose!- and food-stuffs will be made to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports. Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi in the prescribed 
AX proforma duly filled in (in duplicate) who will consider r uch requests 'On 
Merits' i.e. on case to case basis. 

4. Changes incorporated in Export Policy.—-Accordingly, in Section I of 
Import & Export Policy, 1990—93 (Vol. IT), the following amendments will 
come into force with immediate effect :— 

(1) In para 7, the sentence ‘To this general rule, the only exceptions 
arc the Union of South Africa and Fiji because of a complete ban 
on trade with these countries. No export i , therefore, permitted 
to these countries’, will be ubstituted to read as follows ; — 

“To this, general rule, the only exceptions are the Union of South 
Africa. Fiji, Iraq and Kuwait because of a complete ban on trade 
with these countries. No export is, therefore, permitted to these 
countries. However, requests for supplies for medical purposes 
and Food-luffs to Iraq and Kuwait in humanitarian circumstances 
may be made to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports as 
stipulated in para 19(ii).” 
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(2) Serial number 19 will be read as serial number 190) and thereafter 
the following serial number and entry will be inserted :— 

19(ii) Export to Iraq and Kuwait are not permitted. However, requests 
for export of supplies for medical purpoies and of foodstuffs in 
humanitarian circumstances will be considered by CCI&E on 
merits on case to case basis.” 

(3) Para 58 .ub. tinned to read as follows :— 

“With the exception of the items falling within the purview of the 
Postal Notice, all other items are permitted to be exported by 
post (except to the Union of South Africa, Fiji, Iraq and Kuwait) 
whether ac gifts, or as commercial consignments, without export 
licences.
